New city report 
suggests striking

Redevelopment will 
be in the red without 
closing baseball site

Telus Field’s future may in¬ 
clude a wrecking ball instead 
of baseball if the city is to break 
even on the redevelopment of 
the West Rossdale area, accord¬ 
ing to a city report. 

The report examining the 
proposed redevelopment con¬ 
cludes there is just not enough 
land to build the kind of sus¬ 
tainable neighbourhood the 
city wants and to pay for the 
improvements to the area. 

“West Rossdale is really only 
a small number of properties 


and city blocks,” said the city’s 
manager of urban planning, 
Peter Ohm. “We haven’t got 
enough revenue to cover the 
cost of that development.” 

The report, which coun¬ 
cil will debate next Tuesday, 
examines the future of the 
area, including the former 
power plant site, and discusses 
what the city’s options are for 
the future. 

Knocking down Telus Field 
is part of a range of options, 
and without including demoli¬ 
tion or relocation it would lead 
to the city making a $17.3-mil- 
lion profit on the overall 
redevelopment. 

All of the other scenarios 
forecast a loss for the city, with 
the highest being $38.3 million. 

He said the Rossdale re¬ 
development likely means the 
city has to at least consider the 
park’s future. 

“We would like to work on 


what the future of Telus Field 
is, relative to the potential 
that council might want to 
break even or make a little bit 
of money on this city building 
project,” he said. 

Mayor Don Iveson said he 
was aware the city would even¬ 
tually have to answer the ques¬ 
tion about he future of Telus 
Field, but he stressed nothing 
has been decided. 

He said whatever happens 
with Rossdale, it has to make 
sense for the city. 

“We have a vision for the 
neighbourhood down there, 
but it needs to be feasible,” he 
said. 

Coun. Scott McKeen, who 
represents the area, said he 
would have a hard time seeing 
the stadium go. 

“They would have some 
convincing to do with me to 
convince me to tear down 
Telus Field,” he said.

Committee

The city is doing things 
differently when it comes 
to talking about bike lanes, 
and the transportation com¬ 
mittee is OK with that. 

After hearing from 
stakeholders that not 
enough discussion on bike 
lanes was done in the past, 
city administration pro¬ 
posed a six-step consulta¬ 
tion plan for bike infra¬ 
structure that could take 
up to two years, according 
to public engagement 
program manager Michelle 
Chalifoux on Thursday 

“We’re erring on the 
side of caution with con¬ 
sultation,” said Mayor Don 
Iveson during the meeting. 

Council asked for a 
more detailed plan to go to 
the transportation commit¬ 
tee on the public consulta¬ 
tion for the four-year bike 
lane infrastructure plan.

Blatchford vision scaled back 


The grandiose vision for the 
redevelopment of the City 
Centre Airport will need to 
have its wings clipped to 
avoid a $280-million loss, ac¬ 
cording to a city report. 

The financial analysis 
of the proposed airport 
redevelopment into the 
Blatchford subdivision con¬ 
cluded that some of the 
proposal’s original features 
would have to be curtailed if 
the city is going to avoid fall¬ 


ing deep into the red. 

Instead, city administra¬ 
tion is proposing an alterna¬ 
tive redevelopment model 
that keeps some compon¬ 
ents like the district energy 
system, while dumping 
others like a pneumatic gar¬ 
bage system. 

The city’s re-worked pro¬ 
posal would eventually gen¬ 
erate a $45-million profit, 
according to the report 
council will debate next 


week. 

Mark Hall, the project’s 
executive director, said the 
city would still achieve the 
overall vision, but in a way 
that’s more feasible. 

“We haven’t dropped 
anything from the concept 
— what we’ve done is put 
it in a form that’s actually 
achievable,” he said. 

Mayor Don Iveson said he 
still believes the scaled-back 
scenario can achieve what 


the city wanted. 

On top of that, Iveson 
said the area would be 
cheaper over the long run. 

“This dense development 
is going to pay a lot of taxes. 
It’s going to be very efficient 
for us to service,” he said.

City admin to consider 
south-side bike route 


Cycling infrastructure. 
Speakers say they would 
support connector route

Stakeholders are ready for the 
city to start creating more bike 
infrastructure in the core areas 
— specifically south of the riv¬ 
er — the city’s transportation 
committee heard Thursday. 

Many of the speakers at 
the meeting said there’s still a 
lot of work to be done moving 
forward, with some asking for 
additional routes and design 
guidelines like a north-south 
route to connect bikers cross¬ 
ing the river to the proposed 83 
Avenue bike route. 

“Old Strathcona loves bikes. 
If you invest in bike infrastruc¬ 
ture in Strathcona, you will not 
see the backlash as in other 
communities,” said speaker 
Conrad Nobert. 

The discussion was part of

the city’s proposed four-year 
bike lane infrastructure plan, 
which outlines the steps need¬ 
ed moving forward to get cyc¬ 
lists connected in the city. Al¬ 
though routes aren’t approved 
pending budget approval and 
consultation, north-south 
routes are being proposed for 
downtown but are lacking on 
the south side of the river, said 
Coun. Ben Henderson. 

“We need it linking from 
anywhere in the south and it 
would be nice to know that 
we’re getting it into our think¬ 
ing. We dealt with it on one side 
of the river but not the other,” 
he said. 

A motion was carried for 
city administration to consider 
a north-south connection to the 
83 Avenue route.

City officials weren’t on 
stealth mode on Thursday 
as they showed off the two 
new ETS Stealth electric 
buses, which will be tested 
on city roads. 

As part of a pilot project 
running from June 9 until 
October, the buses will pick 
up Edmontonians on differ¬ 
ent routes so city officials 
can see if the buses can 
handle ETS circuits. 

“An ETS Stealth can show 
up at any route,” said Linda 
Kadatz, ETS Bus Operations 
Divisional Supervisor. 

The Stealth bus pilot pro¬ 
ject is a move by the city to 
look at different ways they 
can improve their fleet, 
with city councillors adding 


there are a lot of benefits to 
the zero emission on street 
level buses. 

“I was really impressed. 
It was one of the quietest 
rides I’ve ever had in my 
life,” said Coun. Andrew 
Knack. 

As part of the pilot pro¬ 
ject, passengers who hop 
aboard the Stealth bus will 
ride for free but will have to 
fill out a survey on the bus. 
The electric bus being test¬ 
ed is not equipped for the 
city winters, as there is no 
built-in heat, said officials. 

The buses can hold 40 
seated passengers, plus 
standing room, and can 
travel 90 km/h. 

If the pilot project goes 
well, the city will be look¬ 
ing into testing electric 
buses that are built to with¬ 
stand winter temperatures.

Twin toddlers, one dead 


Crown wants up to 
20yearsforfather 
in abuse case 

A Crown prosecutor says 
an Edmonton man whose 
twin toddlers were starved 
and abused before one 
of them died in hospital 
should serve 18 to 20 years 
in prison. 

The prosecutor made 
the recommendation before 
showing a judge photos of 
the emaciated, bruised bod¬ 
ies of the two-year-old girls. 

Their father, who cannot 
be named, pleaded guilty 
earlier this year to man¬ 
slaughter, aggravated as¬ 
sault and failing to provide 
the necessaries of life. 

Paramedics called to 
the family’s home in 2012 
found the girls, who were 
no bigger than six-month- 
old babies, strapped in 
infant car seats. The father 
has admitted that while 
he didn’t physically hurt 
the children, he knew they 
were starving and suffering. 

His wife still faces 
charges, including second- 
degree murder, but no trial 
date has been set. 

Court heard previously 
that the two-year-old girls 
had been deprived of food 
and were severely malnour¬ 
ished. THE CANADIAN PRESS 



Wildrose pledges more money for LRT 


The Wildrose Party is pledging 
more money for light-rail tran¬ 
sit in Calgaiy and Edmonton if 
elected. 

The party announced its 
transit platform on Thursday 
and promised to commit $1.2 
billion over four years for LRT 
expansion in both cities. 

“Wildrose believes LRT 
expansion in our two major 
cities is absolutely critical to 


our future economic prosper¬ 
ity and reducing our environ¬ 
mental impact, and that’s why 
we’ve made this commitment 
in writing today,” party leader 
Danielle Smith said in a re¬ 
lease. 

The party is proposing 
to pay for the extra funds 
through surpluses they believe 
can come from watching the 
bottom line carefully. 


Smith said the plan would 
amount to about $50 million a 
year more for Calgaiy and Ed¬ 
monton than they are in line 
to receive under current fund¬ 
ing arrangements. 

“The future has never been 
brighter for these great Can¬ 
adian cities. As premier, I’d be 
proud to work hand in hand 
with them in securing that fu¬ 
ture,” she said, metro

Edmonton police are search¬ 
ing for a suspect allegedly 
responsible for a shooting 
Monday night that left a 
22-year-old dead. 

Sultanbelc Abdymamat 
Uulu was killed Monday when 
the vehicle he was riding in 
with three others was pep¬ 
pered with bullets in north 
Edmonton, police said. 

Police have issued second- 
degree murder charges for 
Kalab Abberra Kitil, also 22, 
in connection with the shoot¬ 
ing. He also faces five other 
weapons charges. 

According to Acting Staff 
Sgt. Brad Mandrusialc, Kitil is 
known to police and believed 
to be armed and dangerous, 
residing in the Edmonton 
area. 

Kitil is described as six-foot- 
three and 196 pounds with

Investigation continues after 
body found outside of bar 


Neighbours of a now-closed 
Edmonton pub where the 
body of a woman was discov¬ 
ered Wednesday said the area 
is generally quiet since the 
bar shut down. 

Formerly known as 
MacTaggart’s Twisted Kilt Pub 
and Eateiy, police cordoned 
the building near 174 Street 
and Stony Plain Road off 
Thursday as they investigated 
the suspicious death. 

The women’s body was 


found in a shed used to store 
empty kegs outside of the 
bar, which was known for its 
scantily-clad waitresses that 
dressed in micro-kilts and re¬ 
vealing shirts. 

Amanda Barbeau, the kitch¬ 
en manager of neighbouring 
Fuss Cupcakes, said there 
hasn’t been much activity at 
the building after MacTaggart’s 
closed a little over a year ago. 

“It’s a scaiy situation

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EPSB Parents prepare for 
school closure decisions 


Edmonton parent Kelly 
Verhegge has a unique per¬ 
spective when it comes to 
the fate of three Edmonton 
schools being considered 
for closure. 

Now a mother of two 
daughters, Verhegge at¬ 
tended Rundle, Lawton and 
Highlands School when she 
was a youngster and said 
she remembers the schools 
feeling dated. 

“When I went there for 
school, they were old then 
and I can’t imagine how the 
public school board would 
begin the upkeep on them 
now,” she said. 

Edmonton Public School 
Board has spent the better 
part of the last eight weeks 
consulting with the com¬ 
munities of nine different 
schools, including the three 
Verhegge attended, in order 
to choose a possible three 
to close down and replace 
with a larger, more modern 
facility. 

Living in the Beverley 
community, Verhegge opted 
to enrol her daughters in a 
Catholic school, but said

she would absolutely switch 
them both to a new school 
if the Lawton neighbour¬ 
hood were chosen.

Say it with me: “Futbol.” Not 
soccer, not football. Futbol. 

Edmonton better get used 
to it as it prepares to host 
11 matches of the FIFA 2015 
Women’s World Cup. Right 
now the attention is on Brazil, 
but June 6 marks exactly one 
year until the women’s opening 
game, held at Commonwealth 
Stadium. A countdown clock 
will be unveiled in city hall on 
Friday. 

“We have lots of high-level 
soccer coming to this city,” says 
Trish Zimmerman, general 
manager of the Edmonton FIFA 
2015 committee. Of the six host 
cities, from Vancouver to Monc¬ 
ton, ours will host the most 
matches, plus games from the 
FIFA U-20 (under 20) Women’s 
World Cup in August and a 
match between Canada and 
Japan, the reigning champions, 
in October. 

The city hasn’t hosted a ma-

jor world event like it since the 
2001IAAF. The international 
athletics games were an embar¬ 
rassment due to scant attend¬ 
ance and a dull downtown that 
had British media dubbing the 
city “Deadmonton” through¬ 
out. 

But lots has changed, not 
just in terms of Edmonton’s 
cultural life, but the city and na¬ 
tion’s passion for the Beautiful 
Game. 

Canadian soccer, football, 
futbol — whatever you prefer 
to call it — is on a precipice 
right now. Previous to 2008, 
Canadian matches drew fewer 
than 10,000 spectators; 10,000 
or more is standard today. The 
country also now has three 
Major League Soccer teams, and 
who could forget Christine Sin¬ 
clair and team Canada’s all-star 


showing at the 2012 Olympics? 

The growing up of Canadian 
soccer, says FC Edmonton 
broadcast announcer and 
Plastic Pitch magazine editor 
Steven Sandor, has much to 
do with the success of the 
inaugural U-19 (now U-20) 
Women’s World Cup in 2002, 
held in Victoria, Vancouver 
and Edmonton. Another great 
showing at the 2007 U-20 
men’s tournament, also held in 
Edmonton, proved to FIFA that 
this country and city can love 
the game. 

“They (FIFA) weren’t 
expecting much,” says Sandor, 
who also edits Avenue maga¬ 
zine. “And then 50,000 people 
showed up. It was a crazy mo¬ 
ment, like, ‘Maybe this country 
does have a support of soccer 
that we don’t know about.’” 


Sandor explains that the 
early U-20 games were a 
process that led to a successful 
bid for the FIFA 2015 Women’s 
World Cup, but the end goal is 
hosting the 2026 World Cup. 
“We’re the only country that’s 
officially said we’re in it to win 
it,” he says. 

By process of elimination 
(a continent can only host 
the World Cup once eveiy 12 
years and South America, its 
birthplace, will almost certainly 
want to host the centennial 
2030 tournament), it comes 
down to North America or 
Africa. Since Mexico has 
already hosted twice and the 
U.S. seems disinterested, that 
makes Canada North America’s 
frontrunner. Given Edmonton’s 
past successes, we’d almost 
certainly be a host city. We’ll 
know in 2018. 

The only thing that could 
get in the way, says Sandor, is 
Canadian’s lack of support of 
the 2015 women’s cup. “If the 
stadiums are half full, FIFA is 
going to say no (to 2026),” he 
says.

Prostitution laws 
won’t change much: 
Edmonton police 


Consumer focus. Laws

City police don’t see pro¬ 
posed new prostitution laws 
dramatically impacting 
their operations, which 
they say have long focused 
on the demand for sex, not 
the supply. 

On Wednesday, in re¬ 
sponse to a recent Supreme 
Court decision, the federal 
government introduced a 
host of proposed changes 
to Canada’s prostitution 
laws. Among the changes 
are tougher laws around

exploitation and limits on 
how sex work can be adver¬ 
tised. 

The changes put an em¬ 
phasis on the demand for 
the sex trade by making 
buying sex illegal, while 
making selling it legal in 
many circumstances. 

Edmonton police vice 
unit Staff Sgt. Jerry Nash 
said the unit has always fo¬ 
cused on those buying sex. 

“We have always focused 
on the consumer side, the 
johns, the pimps and the 


exploitation,” he said. 

Nash said any interaction 
police have with those sell¬ 
ing sex has been focused 
on getting them out of the 
trade. 

“Any of the enforce¬ 
ment we have done in the 
recent past has always been 
aligned with some of our 
partnering agencies, to as¬ 
sist with getting that indi¬ 
vidual into an exit strategy 
from the sex trade,” he said. 

Edmonton also licenses 
dozens of body-rub par¬ 
lours, but the city’s direc¬ 
tor of licensing, Garry Dzi- 
wenlca, said they can’t look 
to make any changes until 
at least the law has been 
passed in parliament. 

“When the law is passed 
we will assess our licensing 
scheme at that time,” he 
said. 


16 -year-old girl 


Charges laid in sex- 
trade investigation 

Edmonton police have laid 
charges against a man they 
allege forced a 16-year-old 
girl to work in the sex 
trade. 

The vice unit started the 
investigation in November 
2012 and the 16-year-old 
girl told them she had met 
a man over the Internet in 
an online chat room. After 


a brief romantic relation¬ 
ship ended, she was forced 
to work in the sex trade, 
police said. 

The head of the unit 
said the young woman 
was forced to work in the 
sex trade with all of the 
proceeds going to the older 
man. 

“It’s believed she was 
involved for approximately 
one month and veiy un¬ 
fortunately in that time had 
approximately 100 custom¬ 
ers,” said Staff Sgt. Jerry 


Nash. 

Nash said police initially 
made contact with the 
young woman during a 
sting operation and deliber¬ 
ately moved slowly on the 
investigation until she was 
ready to help. 

Detectives arrested Sean 
Patrick Wilson, 27, on May 
21 and he has been charged 
with procuring for prostitu¬ 
tion, living off the avails 
under 18 years, and sexual 
assault.

Year after year, album after al¬ 
bum, our music has offered our 
fans a soundtrack for their ex¬ 
periences in life and love.

As we have 
become more successful, that 
cathartic cycle has become 
about much more than love 
and loss in the romantic realm. 
Fans aren’t just sharing stories 
about heartbreak related to ro¬ 
mance, they are sharing stories 
about heartbreak related to be¬ 
ing LGBTQ; Awful tales of be¬ 
ing kicked out of their houses 
for being gay; sad stories about 
their parents forbidding them 
to see their same-sex partners;

our LGBTQ fans have told us 
our music is helping them 
through. Parents have started 
coming to our shows with their 
LGBTQ teenagers to thank us 
for being role models. They 
have questions and worries 
just like our Mom did when 
we came out; Will the world 
accept my child? Can my child 
still be successful and gay? 
The answer is yes. Emphatic¬ 
ally, yes. We hope our success 
brings peace to these parents 
and reassurance to the young 
LGBTQ people we talk to each 
day. Most of all we hope to con¬ 
tinue to be a beacon of change 
to the mainstream. 

When we started our career 
16 years ago, we did not have 
the foresight to know how sig¬ 
nificant being out would be to 


our career and lives. However, 
we always had an instinct that 
being open and honest about 
our sexuality — with media 
and fans alike — was the only 
way to live in our public life. 
It felt counterintuitive to hide 
who we were when our music 
was so sincere and transpar¬ 
ent. Sara and I were aware that 
our career and audience would 
be better served by brutal hon¬ 
esty and openness rather than 
omissions about our experien¬ 
ces as gay people. How could 
we possibly sell our music if 
we weren’t open about the 
content of the music? 

Looking back, I’m proud 
that we had the fortitude to 
withstand some of the sexism 
and homophobia we faced. 
Though, truthfully, when I 
reflect on those early days, I 
don’t often see us struggling or 
hurting over these obstacles. I 
just see two really strong kids, 
irritatingly confident, forging 
ahead in face of anything that 
was thrown our way — just 
like I see so many of our young 
fans in the LGBTQ community 
doing themselves today.

It was only natural that Emy 
Storey would eventually turn 
her hand to a project beyond 
designing band T-shirts and 
album cover art. 

“I had wanted for a long 
time to fuse the personal and 
political and pursue a project 
that was involved with gay 
rights,” says the Montreal- 
based graphic designer about 
the impulse that led her to 
start Revel & Riot. 

“In terms of graphics 
representing the move¬ 
ment, there really hadn’t 
been a lot. You’d go into 
a gay bookstore and you’d 
tiy to buy a T-shirt and it al¬ 
ways looked the same,” she 
says, referring to the rainbow 


and pink triangle designs — 
images that haven’t changed 
much since the 1970s. 

So Storey applied her 
graphic design talents to the 
problem, creating new takes 
on the classic imagery and 
printing them on T- 
shirts. 


“Especially with some¬ 
thing like personal identity, 
expressing your support for 
LGBTQ people or trying to 
express that fact 
about 
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yourself, a T-shirt seems like a 
really great medium, because 
you wear it on your chest,” she 
says. “You really can’t get any 
more personal than that.” 

The images are intriguing, 
thought-provoking, and res¬ 
onate deeply with the cause. 
Take, for example, Storey’s 
rainbow mountain design. “I 
wanted to pay respect to the 
rainbow — it’s beautiful, 
it’s something that brings 
gay people a lot of com¬ 
fort and pride and recog- 
nizability, but I wanted 
to do something new 
with it,” she says. 
Thinking of the 
ongoing struggle 
of the LGBTQ com¬ 
munity’s fight 
for equality, she 
says, “I had this 
idea of a moun¬ 
tain, and how 
in fact de¬ 
spite all the 
progress 
(we’ve made), 
there’s so much more 
mountain to climb.” It’s one 
of Revel & Riot’s most popular 
T-shirts. 


Other designs, including 
Life Goes By Too Quickly, a 
re-imagining of the LGBTQ 
acronym, and We Are the Gay 
Kids, a representation of the 
diversity of the LGBTQ com¬ 
munity, are available on the 
website; products include 
buttons, tote bags and paint¬ 
ings, with prices ranging 
from $5 to $500. 

Proceeds from sales fund 
the organization’s work pro¬ 
moting LGBTQ rights, aware¬ 
ness and equality. Revel & 
Riot also provides a wide 
range of LGBTQ resources 
online, including a database 
of community organizations, 
articles and videos. But it al¬ 
ways comes back to the art. 

“It’s interesting what 
graphics can do,” Storey says. 

“It’s profoundly important 
to have writing and resources 
and material available to sup¬ 
port the message ... 

“But good graphics can 
bring people to the cause 
in the first place. It catches 
someone’s eye, they share the 
image — it’s a very effective 
way to get a message across 
quickly.”

“I tiy to focus on the ways 
the world has gotten better 
for queer people, especially 
in my lifetime,” says Vivelc 
Shraya, “but hearing people 
who are 10 years younger 
than I am going through the 
same thought processes I was 
going through when I was 
coming out — ‘My parents 
won’t accept me. I think I’m 
disgusting. Is this a phase? 
Will it go away?’ — that self- 
hate, I find really disturbing.” 

Shraya is a human rights 
adviser by day, a musician, 
filmmaker and author by 
night. It was his interactions 
with the LGBTQ students he 
met through his work 
for Diversity, Equity 
and Human Rights 
Services at Toronto’s 
George Brown College 
that inspired one of his 
biggest projects to date: 
What I Love About Being 
Queer. 

“I wanted to create a 
project that showcased 
the positive aspects of be¬ 
ing queer,” he says. “To say 
to these students, ‘Hey, you 
know, this complicated part 
of yourself that you don’t 
know how to reconcile right 
now is also something that 
makes you beautiful. It’s 
something that should be 
celebrated.’” 

To answer their questions, 
he asked one of his own. “I 
thought, Why not ask people 
what they love about being 
queer?” Shraya says. It was 
a question he wasn’t sure 
he could answer himself. “I 
think a lot of us have grown 
up in a world where we learn¬ 
ed the opposite first; where 
we learned all the negative 
things about being queer.” 
Growing up as a gay South 
Asian in Edmonton in the 
’90s, he was well acquainted 
with the negatives — homo¬ 
phobia and a sense of isola¬ 
tion, just to start — but this 
was a chance to refocus. 

He set up his film equip¬ 
ment in his living room and 
asked friends to contribute, 
then reached out to “people 
who had inspired me: Educa¬ 
tors, activists, artists. I want¬ 
ed a lot of people of colour; 
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Queer body of work

me.” In the end, the film 
featured 34 people — but 
Shraya didn’t want to stop 
there. 

“I was increasingly aware 
that there was no way for 
me to actually fully capture 
the amazing diversity of the 
queer community,” he says. 
That’s where Tumblr came 
in. “That made it an open 
project. Anyone, anywhere, 
could submit their answer.” 
Within six months, he had 
more than 200 submissions 
from around the world. 

The idea for the book 
came from his friend Farzana 
Doctor, a Lambda-winning au¬ 
thor and project contributor, 
who suggested that publish¬ 
ing a coffee-table book would 
be a great way of extending 
the reach of the project. 

At first, Shraya wasn’t 
convinced. “It’s really power¬ 
ful to see so many different 
queer bodies expressing what 
they love about being queer 
on film,” he says. He worried 
that immediacy and intimacy 
would be lost on paper. 


But then he thought 
about what the book would 
have meant to him as a young 
man. “If someone had hand¬ 
ed me a book like that when I 
was 16, when I was struggling 
with who I was ... I couldn’t 
have imagined something 
like this, then,” he says. 

Shraya approached his 
manager at George Brown, 
Dale Hall, with a proposal: 
If the department could help 
fund the project, he would 
donate the proceeds to a 
leadership award for LGBTQ 
students. “I gave a 10-minute 
presentation,” he says, “and I 
said, ‘Do you have any ques¬ 
tions?’ She said, ‘Nope,’ and 
that was it. She’s been a 
real champion of this pro¬ 
ject.” 

With Hall’s support, 
the book came together 
quickly. It features se¬ 
lections from the film 
and Tumblr, plus con¬ 
tributions made by 
audience members 
at screenings. Fam¬ 
iliar faces, includ¬ 
ing Soolc-Yin Lee and 
Tegan Quin, are surrounded 
by photos and quotes from 
queer people from all ages, 


Along with his 
What I Love About 
Being Queer pro¬ 
ject, Vivek Shraya 
also wrote God Loves 
Hair, a collection of 21 
short stories about a child 
navigating the complex 
realms of sexuality, gender, 
racial politics, religion, 
and belonging.

and the book was recently 
nominated for a Lambda Lit¬ 
erary Award. 

In a world where so many 
cultural representations of 
the gay community have a 
tragic aspect, Shraya is happy 
to focus on the positive. 

“Those [tragic] stories are 
important to showcase, but 
I also think it’s important to 
show that we have rich lives,” 
he says. “We build commun¬ 
ity, we make great art, we’re 
hilarious. There are all these 
other facets about us that 
sometimes get lost.”

If there was a poster child 
for the LGBTQ youth com¬ 
munity in Edmonton, Kiana 
Chouinard might be it. The 
18-year-old, now in her first 
year at the U of A, has taken 
her own coming-out story 
to thousands of high school 
students in Edmonton and 
area, first as president 
of her own school’s Gay- 
Straight Alliance (GSA), and 
since then as teacher, speak¬ 
er and committee member. 

“I’m a middle child from 
a big, loud family — I just 
can’t be quiet,” Chouinard 
said. She wants others to 
speak freely, too, point¬ 
ing to GSAs and a program 
called fYrefly in Schools as 
hugely important to LGBTQ 
teens and their peers. These 
initiatives provide a safe 
space to talk, dispel myths 
and “just to normalize it.” 

fYrefly in Schools is a re¬ 
treat for sexual and gender 
minority youth now in its 
11th summer in the Edmon¬ 
ton area, 

Chouinard has been help¬ 
ing facilitate the program 
since the pilot in her Grade 
10 year. She describes it as 
supportive and informative 
for all high school students: 
gay, straight, homophobic, 
questioning or closeted. 

“If I had that presenta¬ 
tion when I was in school, 
I’d be so far ahead. A lot of 
internalized homophobia 
could’ve been avoided.” 

fYrefly co-founder Kris 
Wells spearheads both 
the school workshops and 
ISMSS (Institute for Sexual 
Minority Studies and Servi¬ 
ces) at the U of A. 

In 2013, the fYrefly team 
delivered over 155 free 
workshops in Edmonton

and Calgary schools. 

Wells said that through 
these programs, youth like 
Chouinard deliver a power¬ 
ful peer-to-peer message to 
students in ways that adult 
professionals cannot. 

“The workshops and 
weekends are like a booster 
shot against homophobia. 
The kids come away want¬ 
ing to start GSAs in their 
own schools and to make a 
positive difference,” Wells 
said. 


nohomophobes project 


Chouinard’s recent work on 
the nohomophobes project, 
which targets the use of 
casual homophobia in social 
media, highlighted the 
world-wide use of slurs like 
“faggot”, “dyke” and even 
“that’s so gay”. 

• She said acknowledging 
the use of such language 


in daily life helps reduce 
bullying and change the 
culture in school and 
beyond. 

“I find it liberating 
to help other youth. 
There’s nothing 
better than helping 
someone be them¬ 
selves,” Chouinard said. 



Waving the PFLAG 
for trans awareness 

A new campaign from PFLAG Canada (Parents, Families and Friends of 
Lesbians and Gays) is raising awareness that transgender people are not 
simply deciding to change gender, but trying to make how they feel inside 
match how they look outside.

RCMP’s ‘worst nightmare* 
over after suspect arrested

RCMP shootings. Police 
from across Canada had 
been brought in to help 
track down 24-year- 
old suspected shooter 
Justin Bourque 


The RCMP say they have 
arrested the suspect in a 
shooting in Moncton, N.B., 
that has left three Moun- 
ties dead and two others 
injured. 

Paul Greene, a spokes¬ 
man with the RCMP, says 
Justin Bourque was arrested 
at around 12:30 a.m. Friday. 

A nerve-racking search 
for the heavily armed gun¬ 
man had been underway 
throughout Thursday in 
Moncton, nearly a full day 


after he allegedly shot three 
New Brunswick Mounties 
dead and injured two others 
in one of the worst mass 
shootings in the RCMP’s his¬ 
tory. 

“This is working through 
your worst nightmare,” As¬ 
sistant Commissioner Roger 
Brown, the Mounties’ com¬ 
manding officer in New 
Brunswick, told a news con¬ 
ference. 

Brown appealed for pub¬ 
lic calm in a city that had 
been under a virtual siege 
since Wednesday evening. 

“This is a very, very dan¬ 
gerous situation,” he said. 

Officers were unable to 
confirm the identity of the 
suspect on two other occa¬ 
sions when he might have 
been sighted on Thursday, 
Supt. Marlene Snowman 
said. 


Police including tactical 
officers began their man¬ 
hunt for the shooter Wed¬ 
nesday at around 7:30 p.m. 
when they responded to a 
call about a man walking 


along a road with what was 
believed to be a gun. 

After the call, shots were 
fired and officers called for 
backup, Snowman said. 

Brown said police offi¬ 


cers from across the country 
had been brought in to help 
arrest the suspect. 

“The RCMP family is 
hurting,” he said. “Greater 
Moncton is hurting as is 


New Brunswick as is our 
country.” 

Police had urged people 
with any information on 
Bourque’s whereabouts to 
call 911. The Moncton man 
was wearing military cam¬ 
ouflage and carrying two 
rifles in a picture of him re¬ 
leased by police on Twitter 
on Wednesday night. 

The identities of the offi¬ 
cers who were shot have not 
been released by police. 

But late Thursday, the 
National Post identified one 
of the officers fatally shot as 
Const. Dave Ross, a police 
services dog handler with 
the RCMP. The newspaper 
quoted the sister-in-law of 
the man’s wife as saying 
he had a young son, with 
another child expected in 
September.

Njoku spoke with media 
outlets from his home in 
Moncton following the shoot¬ 
ing Wednesday night, sharing 
his experience as helicopters 
flew overhead and police 
searched the neighbourhood 
for any sign of the gunman. 

“I just want this to be over 
for all of us.... Worried for my 
neighbors,” Njoku tweeted 
Wednesday.

Heavily armed RCMP of¬ 
ficers searched through the 
night for Justin Bourque, 
24, whom they caught early 
Friday. 

Police had asked residents 
in a large section of the city 
to remain indoors until the 
suspect was found. 

Around 11:30 a.m. Thurs¬ 
day, Njoku said via Twitter he 
and his family had spent the 
night in their basement, then 
moved upstairs and locked 
themselves in a bathroom. 

“Taking no chances,” he 
tweeted. 

A former Yarmouth Coun¬ 
ty woman living in Moncton 
was also on lockdown, and 
said there will forever be a 
sense of “innocence lost” 
in the city her family calls 
home. 

Audrey Vaughan, who 
lives in Moncton with her 
husband, Jim, and their son 


Jimmy told the Yarmouth 
Vanguard Thursday morning 
no one had gotten much 
sleep. 

“There’s just so many little 
patches of wooded areas and 
green space, and (Bourque) 
knows the area, he’s from 
here. Any little noise and 
you’re looking out the win¬ 
dow,” she said. 

Vaughan said it’s incred¬ 
ibly sad to think about the 
RCMP officers who died in 
the line of duty, and her heart 
“just broke” thinking of the 
families and fellow Moun- 
ties who had to continue the 
search. 

Vaughan said Moncton is 
“just not going to look the 
same again.” 

“That’s the hard part. He’s 
taken away something from 
all of us,” she said.

Prime Minister Stephen Harp¬ 
er joined U.S. President Bar¬ 
ack Obama in opposing the 
plans of some G7 leaders to 
meet Russian President Vladi¬ 
mir Putin this week, The Can¬ 
adian Press has learned.

France invited Putin to Fri¬ 
day’s commemoration in Nor¬ 
mandy to mark the 70th anni- 
versaiy of the D-Day invasion, 
which began the liberation of 
Europe from the Nazis. 

Putin’s imminent arrival 


has exposed cracks in an 
otherwise united G7 front 
that produced a public declar¬ 
ation denouncing his annexa¬ 
tion of Crimea and provoca¬ 
tions in eastern Ukraine. 

British Prime Minister 
David Cameron, French 
President Francois Hollande 
and German Chancellor An¬ 
gela Merkel are to meet Putin 
this week and engage him on 
the Ukraine crisis.

New evidence on moon’s birth 


A new study strengthens 
the notion that our moon 
was created by a collision 
between Earth and a planet¬ 
sized object some 4.5 billion 
years ago. 

German scientists stud¬ 
ied moon rocks gathered by 


astronauts nearly a half-cen¬ 
tury ago in the Apollo 11, 12 
and 16 missions. They ana¬ 
lyzed various kinds of oxygen 
atoms and found the moon 
rocks have a different make¬ 
up than Earth rocks. That fits 
with the idea that the moon 


would contain material from 
the object that struck Earth. 
The results also suggest that 
the moon may be a 50-50 mix 
of material from the object 
and Earth. The study was pub¬ 
lished Thursday in Science.

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Boko Haram slaughter 200 villagers: Reports 


Military inaction? 

A community leader 
said residents pleaded 
with local government 
to send soldiers to 
protect them, but help 
did not arrive 


Boko Haram militants 
dressed as soldiers killed at 
least 200 civilians in three vil¬ 
lages in northeastern Nigeria 
and the militaiy failed to 
intervene even though it was 
warned that an attack was 
imminent, witnesses said on 
Thursday. 

A community leader who 
witnessed the killings on 
Monday said residents of the 


Gwoza local government dis¬ 
trict in Borno state had plead¬ 
ed for the military to send 
soldiers to protect the area 
after they heard that mil¬ 
itants were about to attack, 
but help didn’t arrive. The 
killings occurred in Danjara, 
Agapalwa and Antagara. 

“We all thought they were 
the soldiers that we earlier re¬ 
ported to that the insurgents 


might attack us,” said a com¬ 
munity leader who escaped 
the massacre and fled to Mai- 
duguri, Borno’s state capital. 

The militants arrived in 
Toyota Hilux pickup trucks 
commonly used by the mil- 
itaiy — and told the civilians 
they were soldiers “and we 
are here to protect you all,” 
the same tactic used by the 
group when they kidnapped 


more than 300 girls from a 
school in the town of Chibolc 
on April 15. 

After people gathered in 
the centre on the orders of 
the militants, “they begin to 
shout Allahu Alcbar, Allahu 
Alcbar’ on top of their voices, 
then they begin to fire at the 
people continuously for a 
veiy long time until all that 
gathered were all dead,” said 


the witness, who did not 
want to be named. 

The slaughter was con¬ 
firmed by both Mohammed 
Ali Ndume, a senator repre¬ 
senting Borno and whose 
hometown is Gwoza, and by a 
top security official in Maidu- 
guri who insisted on anonym¬ 
ity because he isn’t allowed 
to speak to the media.

One dead. Student 
disarms lone gunman in

Japanese billionaire 
kicked the 'kawaii', or 
cute culture, up a notch 
with humanoid robot 


A cooing, gesturing humanoid 
on wheels that can decipher 
emotions has been unveiled in 
Japan by billionaire Masayoshi 
Son, who says robots should be 
tender and make people smile. 

Son’s mobile phone com¬ 
pany SoftBanlc said Thursday 
that the robot it has dubbed 
Pepper will go on sale in Japan 
in February for $1,900 US. Over¬ 
seas sales plans are under con¬ 
sideration but undecided. 

The machine, which has no 
legs but has gently gesticulating 
hands, appeared on a stage in a 
Tokyo suburb, cooing and hum¬ 
ming. It dramatically touched 
hands with Son in a Genesis or 
E.T. moment. 

Son, who told the crowd 
that his longtime dream was 
to go into the personal robot 
business, said Pepper has been 


programmed to read 
the emotions of people 
around it by recogniz¬ 
ing expressions and 
voice tones. 

“Our aim is to 
develop affec¬ 

tionate robots 
that can make 
people smile,” 
he said. 

Cuddly 
robots are 

not new in 
Japan, a na¬ 
tion dominated 
by “kawaii,” or 
cute culture, but 
no companion 
robot has emerged 
a major market suc¬ 
cess yet. 

Japanese electron¬ 
ics and entertainment 
company Sony Corp. 
discontinued the Aibo 
pet-dog robot in 2006, 
despite outcry 
from its fans. At 
that time, 

Sony had 
developed a 
child-shaped

entertainment robot 
similar to Pepper but 
much smaller, capable of 
dances and other charm¬ 
ing moves, which never 
became a commercial 
product. 

Honda Motor 
Co. has developed 
the walking, talk¬ 
ing Asimo robot, 
but that is too so¬ 
phisticated and 
expensive for 
home use, and 
appears in Honda 
showrooms and 
gala events only. 
Even then, it is 
prone to glitches 
because of its complexity. 

Many other Japanese 
companies, including 
Hitachi Ltd. and Toyota 
Motor Corp., not to men¬ 
tion universities and star¬ 
tups, have developed 
various robots, big 
and small, which 
entertain and 
serve as com¬ 
panions.

Google Street View a 'godsend’ for Greece 

A Google car is presented to the media in Athens on Thursday. Google has launched its Street View map 
service in Greece after winning approval from the privacy authority that blocked the ground-level map 
application five years ago. Company officials said the service went live after “extensive and detailed” 
negotiations with the country’s Data Protection Authority, which last year lifted objections made to the 
project in 2009. Culture Minister Panos Panagiotopoulos attended a launch event in Athens and said the 
map service would help the crisis-hit country's vital tourism industry, describing Greece as an “endless 
archaeological park." “We have so much to show off. This is a godsend,” he said. “Everyone knows how 
difficult things are, with all the obstacles that are there when dealing with the Greek state. We are trying 
to overcome these difficulties.” Google was allowed to gather photos for Street View while waiting for 
formal approval to start the service in Greece, the 56th country where it is now available. The company 
also had been permitted to display cultural sites on a related service, thanassis stavrakis/the associated press

Richard: Mark, two thirds of 
Edge of Tomorrow is as un- 
Cruise-lilce a movie as Tom 
has ever made. The Ground¬ 
hog Day been-there, done-that 
section of the film is invent¬ 
ive, often played for laughs 
and presents Cruise in a way 
we’ve rarely ever seen him — 


as a coward. It’s a refreshing 
twist for him and gives him a 
chance to exercise his rarely 
used comedic chops. You know 
he’s going to turn heroic soon¬ 
er or later, but it’s a blast to see 
him do something just outside 
his usual wheelhouse. 

Mark: Richard, I enjoyed his 
cowardly weasel schticlc as 
much as you. I didn’t find the 
Groundhog Day type plot as 
inventive, though — it’s been 
done in other movies like 
Source Code and About Time, 
but the mashup with Starship 
Troopers was different. The 
problem I had was that the ne¬ 
cessary repetitiveness became 


inevitably boring after a while, 
and I felt like I was watching 
someone slowly get very good 
at a violent video game. 

RC: It does rely a bit too heavily 
on video game-style violence at 
the end, but I have to disagree 
with you on the repetitiveness 
of the time loop. I thought dir¬ 
ector Doug Liman figured out 
clever and entertaining ways 
to show the same thing over 
and over, keeping it exciting 
with interesting editing and 
changing perspectives. The 
first two reels are packed with 
energy and invention. It’s only 
when the conventions that 
made the story enticing are 


put aside in the last reel that 
the movie becomes a standard 
Cruise action flick. A good 
Cruise action flick but still 
more standard than the prom¬ 
ising first hour. 

MB: Cruise has been in some 
dogs lately, but this isn’t one 
of them. And normally I would 
have dismissed the last third as 
too conventional, but at least 
it’s the only part of the movie 
that puts Cruise and the viewer 
on the same level — neither 
knows what’s going to happen 
next. I just found the time-loop 
a bit boring, which I also felt in 
Groundhog Day. I’m in the min¬ 
ority here, Richard, and I know 


it. What did you think of Emily 
Blunt? 

RC: I’m a fan, but this is some¬ 
thing different for her, and 
for action movies in general. 
Big budget blockbusters don’t 
usually make room for female 
characters unless they are side- 
kicks or girlfriends. Here Blunt 
avoids being objectified and is 
as strong, if not stronger than 
Cruise. 

MB: I also liked Bill Paxton. 
Even liked watching him do the 
same dialogue again and again, 
but with a growing sense of be- 
fiiddlement and disassociation 
as the scenes progress.

How’s this for high concept: 
Alcoholic cop gets the bite 
from a beast and turns into a 
blood-hungiy monster during 
the full moon and ultimately 
becomes a better officer in 
the process. That’s the bizarre 
gist of Wolfcop, a riotous 
Canadian romp from writer/ 
director Lowell Dean, a Sas¬ 
katchewan-reared filmmaker 
whose gonzo sensibilities suit 
the hirsute stoiy sublimely. 

“We didn’t want to do 
something derivative,” Dean 
told Metro last week. 

“At the same time, we 
had to make a movie within 
the constraints of our low 


budget. So we just tried to 
think of what we haven’t seen 
on screen in any werewolf 
movie in a while. The touch¬ 
stone film for me is An Amer¬ 
ican Werewolf in London and 
there’s plenty of its DNA in 
Wolfcop.” 

Certainly, the playful yet 
goiy push and pull that drives 


Wolfcop hearkens back to 
John Landis’ immortal 1981 
classic, but when it comes to 
Dean’s werewolf, the trans¬ 
formation makes Rick Baker’s 
award-winning FX designs 
seem like mere growing pains. 
No, when Wolfcop’s cursed 
lawman Lou Garou (Leo Fa- 
fard) shifts shape, it’s gleefully 


revolting, with skin splitting, 
bursting and slipping off to 
reveal the screaming monster 
inside. It’s wild, sophisticated 
stuff and even wilder consid¬ 
ering the film cost peanuts to 
produce. 

“The film scene was 
shrinking in Saskatchewan 
as we had just lost our tax 


credit,” notes the director of 
Wolfcop’s challenged genesis. 

“So our question was, how 
would we do this? The Hobo 
with a Shotgun trailer was 
veiy inspirational for us and 
like that trailer, our trailer we 
produced to get financing was 
more of a scene. Our plan was 
to use it to tiy to find rich den¬ 
tists and what not, and when 
we came across CineCoup it 
was too good to be true.” 

CineCoup is the Cineplex 
steered national film-finan¬ 
cing contest that was almost 
completely dictated by fan 
response and an elaborate vot¬ 
ing process. And even though 
many observers of the contest 
called it for Wolfcop to win, 
Dean was never completely 
convinced. 

“Even when we were in the 
top five, I was telling my part¬ 
ners we wouldn’t win and just 
to ride with the amount of 
press we were getting. I really 
had no idea.” 

Wolfcop has been getting 
international buzz and recent¬ 
ly made the cover of Canadian 
horror bible Rue Morgue. Ad¬ 
vance reviews are glowing 


and many are calling Dean a 
horror hero. But now that the 
blood has dried and the film 
is on the cusp of release, the 
question begs, what’s next Mr. 
Dean? 

“Why, Wolfcop 2, of 
course!” 

Of course.

The Double 
director delves into

Director Richard Ayoade fol¬ 
lows up his acerbic teen indie 
debut Submarine with some¬ 
thing completely different: The 
clever, inventive and highly 
stylized The Double, starring 
a pair of Jesse Eisenbergs and 
Mia Wasilcowska as the object 
of their affection in a stoiy 
based on Fyodor Dostoyevsky’s 
novel. And that’s not the only 
highbrow influence involved. 

Friends keep asking me if 
The Double is anything like 
Submarine, but it’s quite dif¬ 
ferent, isn't it? 

With Submarine, the idea of 
how it was filmed came from 
what it was about, really, and 


with this it would be someone 
who would imagine them¬ 
selves in a certain esthetic. 
This [character] felt like 
someone needed to exist in 
a certain environment to 
feel this, and that environ¬ 
ment should represent their 
feelings more. You know that 
painter Giorgio de Chirico? 
He was a symbolist painter 
and created these odd land¬ 
scapes that came more out 
of dreams and nightmares. 
More that kind of a world, 
where you have something 
that’s impossible but creates 
an emotion, like having 
a building that looks like 
it’s night but with sunlight 
around it it creates a feeling 
that could not exist realistic¬ 
ally or represent something 
in reality. 

You've also got a pretty 
horrifying bureaucracy on 
display here. 

Yes, which doesn’t exist in 
modern times anymore. In 
the book you feel the oppres¬ 
siveness of class and those 
things, and we didn’t feel 
that we wanted to get into

class considerations because 
it didn’t feel necessary to the 
psychology of loneliness, in a 
way. That doesn’t feel like it 
need be socioeconomic only. 
And so it felt better to create 
something where someone 
could be oppressed by their 
job, whereas now the idea 
of someone taking their 
job seriously seems absurd 
because in any film if some¬ 
one’s working in an office 
you know that is their dreaiy 
reality and the repository of 
their dreams lies somewhere 
else, and the office is the 
epitome of that. It’s like a 
metaphor for frustration, 
somehow. 

How was it directing two 
distinct Jesse Eisenberg 
performances? 

Really, as silly as it sounds, it 
just takes longer because you 
have to rehearse everything 
twice.

Coppola said there was a 
lot in the characters’ stor¬ 
ies she could relate to, and 
that she made the film in 
the hopes that her audi¬ 
ence, whatever their age, 
would feel the same. 

Coppola tried to keep 
the film authentic by cast¬ 
ing young actors to play 
key characters. Among 
them are Emma Roberts, 
Julia Roberts’ niece, who 
plays the timid April, and 
Jack Kilmer, Val Kilmer’s 
son, in the part of tender 
but easily influenced Teddy.

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A bloody new take on vampires

Flawed heroes 


“I didn’t want the heroes to be great; 

I wanted them to do things that were wrong.” 


The Strain. Guillermo 
del Toro returned to 
Toronto to film the 
much-anticipated TV 
series based on a trilogy 
of novels he co-wrote 


Mexican director Guillermo del 
Toro’s new series, The Strain, 
is probably the most hotly an¬ 
ticipated television debut of the 
summer season. 

But don’t expect del Toro’s 
fresh take on vampirism, which 
debuts July 13 on FX Canada, to 
be anything but bracingly and 
blood-chillingly original. 

“I wanted to go much more 
beyond the man in the cape 
with the fangs and the funny 
accent,” del Toro said, recalling 
his own youth as a “pale, thin 
kid” who had a deep fascina¬ 
tion with vampires. 

The Strain, based on a book 
trilogy he co-wrote with Chuck 
Hogan, was shot almost en¬ 
tirely in Toronto, the same city 
del Toro chose to shoot his big- 
budget monster-versus-robots 


movie Pacific Rim, which hit 
movie screens last year. 

The stoiy begins when a 
biological hazards team in haz- 
mat suits discovers a planeload 
of apparently dead passengers 
on the tarmac at a New York 
airport who turn out not to 
be so dead. They’re infected 


with a parasitic organism that 
turns them into bloodthirsty 
vampires. It doesn’t take long 
for the parasitic infection to be¬ 
come a global crisis. 

Del Toro said he’s recently 
fallen in love with high-quality 
episodic television and saw it as 
the right medium to adapt the 


novels. 

“I realized that the long 
arc allows you to live with the 
characters in the way that no 
other medium does. It’s not 
just a weekly adventure that 
is opened and closed. But you 
could actually follow characters 
for long arcs that last a season,

two seasons or more. I was real¬ 
ly attracted to that stoiytelling 
form, “ he said. 

Del Toro said he’s also ere 
ated characters who are all too 
human in terms of their flaws. 

“The idea with The Strain is 
that the vampires are striving 
for perfection and unity and 
uniformity, and the humans 
are a ragtag band of really mar¬ 
ginal characters. ” 

Casting of actors, including 
House of Cards’ Corey Stoll as 
Dr. Ephraim Goodweather, a 
biological hazards expert, and 
David Bradley as former pro¬ 
fessor and Holocaust survivor 
Abraham Setrakian, took close 
to seven months. 

Unexpectedly, there was no 
shortage of network suitors. 

“Eveiy network we went to 
wanted the show. I was really, 
really quite amazed but that is 
not normal in the life of a stoiy- 
teller. Usually we get kicked 


five times, and the one guy that 
gets it, you find by a pure mir¬ 
acle, said del Toro.” 

Eric Schrier, president of 
original programming and pro¬ 
ductions for FX Networks, said 
the series is the “most ambi¬ 
tious” ever undertaken by the 
network. 

Schrier noted that the ex¬ 
perience of shooting in Canada 
was so positive, the network 
decided to locate Fargo, based 
on the Coen Brothers film, to 
Calgaiy, and Wayward Pines, 
which the network is produ¬ 
cing for Fox, to Vancouver. 

“We had never shot a pro¬ 
duction in Canada until The 
Strain and this year, we spent 
over $100 million in production 
dollars across Canada,” he said. 
“The crews and people here in 
Canada have been fantastic and 
we’re looking forward to doing 
more production here.”

Power, a gritty new drama 
debuting Saturday, is execu¬ 
tive produced by 50 Cent and 
chronicles both the underpin¬ 
nings of a brutal drug-trade 
life and the glamour of the 
clubs. It debuts Saturday at 10 
p.m. on Super Channel. 

But its creator, Courtney 
Kemp Agboh, balks when it’s 
described as urban entertain¬ 
ment. The Emmy-nominated 
producer, whose credits in¬ 
clude The Good Wife, sees the 
stoiy as one that eveiybody 
can relate to — even suburban 
moms. 

“In a real sense it’s a show 
about a universal question,” 
she says. “Does your past dic¬ 
tate your future? Can you 
change who you are? ... The 
show is really about a larger 
thing.” 

Power stars Omari Hard¬ 
wick as Ghost, a drug dealer 


who doubles as a successful 
nightclub owner to conceal 
his illegal trade. While it’s part 
gangster drama, it’s also a love 
stoiy: the married Ghost is 
pining for a long lost love who 
has made her return. He also 
seeks to shed his life of crime 


in hopes of finally becoming a 
legit businessman. 

While the show is based in 
part on 50 Cent’s own trans¬ 
formation from drug dealer to 
rap superstar, Agboh, who cre¬ 
ated the show with him, also 
used her late father as inspira¬ 


tion. 

“My dad was an advertis¬ 
ing guy, and he was veiy in¬ 
vested in the idea that percep¬ 
tion is reality and that if you 
looked good, and you smelled 
good and you sounded good, 
that people would believe

whatever you had to say and 
you were able to manipu¬ 
late people’s opinions of you 
through image,” she said. “As 
a black man he felt he got ac¬ 
cess to people and experiences 
as a result of dressing a certain 
way, and sounding a certain 
way and having a certain edu¬ 
cational background. When 
my dad died, I felt like I really 
needed to write about him and 
write about his experiences.” 

The death of Agboh’s fath¬ 
er in 2011 was a turning point 
for her. It was after he died 
that Power began to become 
a reality. 

“This is the first show I 
ever pitched, the first show I 
ever sold, the first show I ever 
wrote for money,” she said. 


“Things happened at once.” 

It’s another high point for 
Agboh, who started off as a 
magazine writer before leap¬ 
ing into television writing, 
then producing. 

“I wanted to be the first 
black female editor-in-chief 
of Vogue magazine and that 
totally didn’t work out,” she 
laughed. 

As one of the few black 
women behind a TV series, 
there are obvious compari¬ 
sons to Shonda Rimes, whom 
with the success of shows like 
Scandal and Grey’s Anatomy 
has become one of the most 
powerful figures on television. 
But Agboh sees few similar¬ 
ities besides their skin colour 
and gender, both of which she 
downplays 

“I don’t think it’s about 
the race or gender of the 
showrunner; I think it’s about 
what’s compelling and what 
will bring people back,” she 
said. “I’m grateful to Shonda 
if in fact her existence allows 
people to see me in a different 
way, but I don’t think that we 
do the same thing nor should 
we be expected to.”

When in doubt, wrap 
your app in prosciutto 



Baked Prosdutto- 
Wrapped Jalapeno 
Poppers. There is a 
simple way to slim 
down these traditionally 
fat-laden bites 


Standard jalapeno poppers 
are thumb-sized hot peppers 
stuffed with cream cheese and 
cheddar cheese, then breaded 
and deep-fried. Yummy, but 
most home cooks aren’t too 
excited for the mess of deep- 
hying. That’s why there also is 
a baked version — half a jala¬ 
peno stuffed with cheese and 
wrapped in bacon. Neither is 
all that healthy. So this version 
delivers gratification without 
overdoing it. 

From a culinaiy point of 
view, jalapeno poppers make 
complete sense. Nothing tames 
a chili’s heat like daily. That’s 
why so many cultures serve 
their fiery entrees with dairy as 
a side dish. Mexicans team up 


Ingredients 


• 4 oz fresh goat cheese 

• l oz grated Parmigiano-Reg- 
giano cheese 

• 1/4 cup finely chopped scallion 
greens 

• 2 tsp grated lemon zest 

• 6 jalapeno peppers 

• 3 oz (12 slices) prosciutto 


spicy tortillas with crema. Indi¬ 
ans serve hot curries with yo¬ 
gurt-based raita. And that’s why 
cheese is right at home in a 
jalapeno popper. But it doesn’t 
have to be high-fat cheese. The 
fresh goat cheese in this recipe 
delivers the required creami¬ 
ness, while a modest amount of 
Parmigiano-Reggiano delivers 
the required flavour. 

Brighten up the filling with 
scallions and lemon zest, then 
wrap the stuffed jalapeno in 
prosciutto. Though it has a lot 
less fat than bacon, prosciutto 


boasts big pork flavour. And 
when it’s baked, as it is here, 
it’s nice and crispy, which elim¬ 
inates the need to coat the pep¬ 
per with bread crumbs. 

1. Heat oven to 450 F. Line a 
rimmed baking sheet with foil, 
then coat it with cooking spray. 

2. In a bowl, combine the goat 
cheese, Parmigiano-Reggiano, 
scallion greens and lemon zest. 
Halve the jalapenos lengthwise 
and carefully remove the ribs 
and seeds (wear rubber gloves 


if necessaiy to protect your 
hands). Stuff each half with the 
cheese mixture, being sure to 
use all of the cheese mixture. 

3. Wrap 1 slice of prosciutto 
around each stuffed jalapeno 
half, overlapping the ends of 
the prosciutto on the bottom 
of the jalapeno. Arrange the 
poppers on the prepared bak¬ 
ing sheet, then bake on the 
oven’s centre rack until the 
prosciutto is slightly crispy, 
about 15 minutes.
